For  years  Canada's  election 
law  has  taken  a dim  view  of 
people  who  carry  around  such 
"offensive  weapons'*  when 
people  go  to  the  polls. 

The  law  doesn't  say  you  can't 
carry  swords  or  other  weapons 
that  day,  but  it  does  say  you 
can  be  fined  S200  and  sent  to 
prison  for  two  years  If  you're 
caught  with  them  within  half  a 
mile  of  a polling  booth..  If 
you're  a stranger  In  those  par- 
ticular parts,  the  distance  is  a 
full  mile. 

It's  part  of  the  precautions 
taken  to  ensure  that  elections ■ 
are  orderly,  fair  and  secret,  and 
that  no  voter  gets  coerced  into 
voting  a certain  way. 

BUTTON  BAN 

The  Canada  Elections  Acl  has 
a lot  of  other  precautions,  too. 
It  say*  you  can’t  wear  a cam- 
paign button  or  any  other  party 
emblem  wilhJn  eight  days  of  the 
election.  You  can't  sell  beer  or 
liquor  on  election  day.  You 
can’t  use  or  get  others  to  use

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Commonwealth  Royal  Tour 


HER  Majesty  will  give  considerable 
pleasure  to  Commonwealth  land* 
included  in  the  Itinerary  of  the  Royal  tour 
now  approved  for  the  winter  and  spring 
to  come.  Accompanied  by  the  Duke  of 
Edinburgh.  Queen  Elizabeth  will  crow 
three  of  the  main  oceans  of  the  world  and 
three  of  its  continents  in  the  course  of  a 
post  -Coronation  visit  to  British  lands 
both  on  and  off  the  beaten  track.  Char- 
acteristically, the  trip  will  begin  by  air 
to  Bermuda  and  Jamaica,  on  November 
23.  From  there  the  Queen  and  Prince 
Philip  will  sail  by  ocean  liner  through  the 
Panama  Canal  into  the  Pacific,  and  on  to 
Fiji,  Tonga,  Australia  and  New  Zealand. 
Returning  by  the  Indian  Ocean  and  the 
Red  Sea,  they  will  touch  at  Aden,  prepara- 
tory to  visits  to  both  East  and  North 
Africa  (the  latter  for  a speciAl  call  at 
Tobruk).  Boarding  the  Royal  yacht  later 
at  Tobruk,  the  young  couple  will  sail  for 
home  by  way  of  Malta.  G.C..  and  Gibraltar. 

Twice  deferred,  the  Royal  visit  to 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  is  bound  to  be 
especially  welcome.  Nor.  having  had  the 


honor  previously,  will  Canada  mind  fore- 
going on  this  occasion  the  pleasure  of  a 
return  visit  from  Her  Majesty  and  Prince 
Philip.  Perhaps  that  is  something  that 
can  well  rest  with  the  future,  though  one 
hopes  that  it  may  be  the  near  future  at 
tint.  The  forthcoming  tour  by  way  nl 
air,  land  and  sea  is  a comprehensive  one, 
and  a very  happy  augury  at  the  beginning 
of  Queen  Elizabeth’s  reign. 

At  present  on  a post -Coronation  visit 
to  Scotland,  where  I^ondon  scenes  are 
being  re-enacted  in  Edinburgh  and  else- 
where, the  Queen  and  Prince  Philip  will 
need  a little  rest  before  they  set  out  in  the 
late  autumn  on  the  largest  circuit  ever 
undertaken  by  a reigning.  British  monarch 
while  in  power.  That  their  welcome  will 
be  deep,  warm  and  happy  at  every  point 
visited  under  the  British  fiag  hardly  needs 
be  emphasized.  The  Coronation  which 
produced  such  tremendous,  spontaneous 
and  universal  acclaim  has  set  the  spirit 
for  the  new  reign  with  every  prudent  hope 
of  a brighter  and  better  world,  in  what 
is  for  British  peoples  again  the  dawning 
age  of  Elizabeth, 


Priced  Out  of  Work 


VARIOUS  trade  unions  connected  with 
the  shipbuilding  Industry  in  Victoria 
are  reported  to  be  up  in  arms  neeause  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  has  gone  out- 
side Canada  to  have  a new  $-1,000,000 
train  ferry  built  for  the  Nanaimo-Van- 
couver  run.  British  Columbia  yards  have 
the  equipment  and  experience  to  build 
this  7.000-ton  ship,  and  the  unions  main- 
tain that  the  contract  should  have  been 
awarded  here  so  as  to  provide  employ- 
ment for  Canadian  workmen.  That  argu- 
ment. however,  presents  only  one  side  of 
the  case. 

On  the  other  side  there  is  the  state- 
ment of  Mr.  William  Manson,  CPR  vice- 
president  for  the  Pacific  region,  when  the 
granting  of  the  contract  to  a Glasgow 
yard  was  announced  last  week.  It  had 
been  hoped  that  the  ship  could  be  built 
In  this  country'.  Mr.  Manson  said,  but  after 
most  careful  consideration  of  all  aspects 
of  the  tenders  received  from  firms  here 
and  from  tbosi^in  the  United  Kingdom.  It 
was  found  that  the  disparity  in  cost  was 
an  great  as  to  necessitate  acceptance  of 
the  Scottish  yard’s  bid. 

Thus  it  becomes  abundantly  plain  that 
there  was  firm  ground  for  the  oft-repeated 
warnings  that  the  Inevitable  effect  of  pre- 
vailing wage  trends  in  Canadian  ship- 
building would  be  loss  of  contracts,  and 
hence  of  employment.  This  Is  a condition 
which  is  endangering  mnnv  industries  in 
Canada,  and  esneciallv  in  British  Colum- 
bia. where  industrial  wages  are  higher 
than  anywhere  else  In  the  country. 


The  loss  of  a $4,000,000  contract  is  a 
serious  matter  for  employers  and  work- 
men in  shipbuilding  in  thi*  province,  but 
worse  still  the  fact  that  an  overseas  com- 
petitor can  submit  a bid  so  far  below 
those  of  all  yards  In  Canada  presents  a 
grim  prospect  for  the  future  of  the 
industry  in  the  Dominion  as  a whole. 
Because  of  the  importance  of  keeping 
Canadian  yards  in  commission  ready  for 
an  emergency  should  one  arise,  the  federal 
government  has  been  placing  with  them 
defease  contracts  which  could  have  been 
let  more  advantageously  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  That  policy,  paid  for  by  Cana- 
dian taxpayers,  may  have  given  the  unioas 
a false  sense  of  security.  Defense  con- 
struction could  come  to  a stop  any  day. 
It  is  to  commercial  construction  that 
shipyard  workers  Must  look  lor  con- 
tinuing employment. 

It  is  as  Idle  to  criticize  the  CfR  for 
accepting  a low  tender  from  the  United 
Kingdom  as  it  would  be  to  criticize  a 
private  individual  for  buying  a low-priced 
English  car  in  preference  to  one  manu- 
factured In  Canada.  It  is  equally  idle  for 
the  unions  to  demand,  as  they  have  done, 
that  the  federal  government  “take  action 
to  see  that  ships  serving  Canadian  ports 
are  built  in  Canada.”  The  only  way  the 
government  could  accede  to  a demand  of 
that  sort  would  he  through  subsidies  to 
Canadian  shipyards;  and  an  industry 
which  cannot  survive  without  large  sub- 
sidies cannot  long  survive  with  them 
either. 


Canadian  Citizenship 


THE  advent  of  some  400,000  new 
i settlers  into  British  Columbia  dur- 
ing the  last  decade  has  changed  the 
character  of  this  province,  but  not  Its 
Canadian  citizenship.  That  is  basic,  and 
It  Is  each  year  becoming  of  deeper 
importance  as  Canada  herself  takes  on 
new  responsibilities  In  the  world.  For 
that  reason  alone,  and  there  are  many 
others,  one  can  agree  whole  heart edly 
with  the  endeavor  of  patriotic  and  kindred 
societies  to  bring  a fresh  and  more  per- 
sonal significance  to  the  status  of  Cana- 
dian citizenship.  Observances  such  ss 
were  held  on  Sunday  at  Beacon  Hill  Park 
under  local  auspices  have  in  their  support 
genuine  and  sober  meaning. 

Once  again  we  put  it  forth  as  a 
suggestion,  in  support  of  what  already  is 
being  done  and  well  done  along  this  line: 
why  not  hold  the  special  citizenship  ob- 
servances on  Canada's  national  birthday 
— Julv  1?  The  meaning  of  the  event 
would  be  enriched  tenfold.  The  public 


would  be  freer  to  attend  on  a national 
holiday.  The  birthday  and  the  status  of 
a Canadian  citizen  are  linked  together 
indissolubly.  They  should  go  together  for 
the  full  development  of  their  meaning. 

As  matters  stand,  the  observance  of 
“I  am  a Canadian  Day”  tends  to  operate 
in  at  least  a partial  vacuum,  while  a very 
few-  days  later  perpetuation  nf  the  accom- 
plished fart  of  confederation  and  all  that 
it  stands  for  is  called  separately  to  mind 
It  Is  difficult  to  see  wisdom  in  this 
arrangement,  or  to  refrain  from  a feeling 
that  half-efforts  on  two  occasions  can 
never  mean  as  much  as  a united  observ- 
ance on  Canada’s  birthday  itself. 

This  paper  has  made  thp  .suggestion 
before  in  connection  with  previous  cere- 
monies, and  repeats  it  now  in  the  hope 
that  between  now  and  July  1 next  year 
action  will  be  found  possible  to  strengthen 
and  render  still  more  meaningful  a very 
fine  tribute  to  this  land  and  to  those  in 
it  who  through  the  years  have  earned 
the  respect  of  the  free  w'orld.

PRESIDENT  Elsenhower  made  his 
remarks  against  book  burning 
standing  before  the  Baker  Memorial 
— Library  at  Dart- 
mouth College, 
from  which  he  re- 
reived  an  honor- 
ary degree. 

It  waa  an  ap 
propria  te  place 
from  which  to 
warn  of  the  dan- 
ger of  attempting 
to  "conceal  fault* 
by  concealing  evi- 
dence that  they 
ever  existed.” 

The  library  of  Dartmouth  College 
Is  one  of  the  largest  In  America, 
used  by  many  besides  Dartmouth 
students. 

* * a 

In  this  great  library  are  thousands 
of  books  dealing  with  Communism  — 
the  classic  documents  of  Marx  and 
Engels;  the  treatises  of  Lenin;  com- 
mentaries on  Marxist  theory;  hooks 
by  Marxists  criticizing  other  Marx- 
ists; books  by  anti  Marxists;  books 
by  former  Communists  telling  why 
they  left  the  faith.  One  could  spend 
weeks  in  the  Dartmouth  library  read- 
ing about  nothing  but  Communism. 

And  one  can  also  find  books  by 
fascists,  racialists,  imperialist*,  in- 
fidel#, atheists,  reactionaries,  and 
radicals  of  every  hue;  Catholic  and 
Protestant  apologetics;  Idealistic  and 
empirical  philoaophera;  saints  and 
skeptics;  plays,  novels,  poems  glori- 
fying the  American  scene  and  other# 
depicting  Its  most  squalid  aspects. 

Those  who  sssembled  this  library 
did  not  "approve"  ail  these  books, 
with  their  immense  diversity;  nor 
Investigate  the  personal  lives  of  the 
authors.

Rut  for  what  does  a library  exist? 
It  exists  for  knowledge  and  Inspira- 
tion. 

Within  these  walls  I can  learn  what 
men  and  women  have  thought,  felt, 
perceived,  debated,  recorded,  affirm- 
ed, rejected,  stated  and  aung  for  thou- 
sands of  years,  down  to  thia  present 
moment  I open  the  page#  of  a book 
and  am  immediately  Interested  or 
bored;  enchanted  or  disenchanted.  I 
may  find  myself  a genius  or  s fool — 
but  the  foal  cannot  long  Intrude  his 
unwelcome  company;  I close  his 
mouth  and  return  him  to  the  ahelf. 
Or  I find  myself  In  Interested  argu- 
ment so  that.  In  the  books  I own, 
I carry  on  running  conversations  with 
authors  In  the  margins.

A general  library  must  be  repre- 
sentative and  eclectic.  Therein  Ilea 
the  difficulty  of  reconciling  "library" 
with  "propaganda.”  A U.S.  informa- 
tion service  library  that  contains  only 
books  praising  America  would  not 
be  representative  of  even  antl-Com- 
munist  American  writer*.  Sinclair 
Lewis  was  a vehement  antl-Commun- 
1st.  hut  Communists  have  drawn  upon 
his  hooks.  'The  Grapes  of  Wrath" 
was  written  by  an  antl-Communiat, 
but  praised  by  Communists.  "The 
Education  of  Henry  Adams."  s great 
American  classic,  Is  not  100  per  cent 
unrr It irally* American.  The  greatest 
American  novel,  I think,  is  Melville’s 
"Moby  Dick."  but  it  Is  not  American 
propaganda. 

The  case  against  the  books  of 
Howard  Fast  is  not  that  he  may  he 
a Communist,  but  that  his  work,  as 
such,  is  poor  In  content  and  form.

The  American  libraries  abroad  are 
nevertheless  the  beat  expression  we 
have  of  America.  They  proclaim  the 
free,  inquiring,  critical  mind,  which 
is  the  afrength  anfi  glory  of  our  west- 
ern civilization. 

The  reader  will  always  remember 
what  awakens  and  appeals  to  his 
mind;  he  will  ever  reject  what  insults 
his  soul.  Affirm  then  belief  in  his 
Judgment!  Give  him  the  beat  we 
have,  however  controversial  and  he 
will  find  a companion  far  away,  In 
another  country;  even,  perhaps,  In 
another  century:  a fellow  mind;  a 
fellow  soul 

Thia  la  the  function  of  a library — 

not  "propaganda.” 


International  Commentary  . . . 


Tremors  in  Gallic  Europe 


ANEW  city  is  being  built  with 
high  hope  and  confidence  and 
then  suddenly  Is  rocked  by  earth 
tremors.  That  is  what  has  hap- 
pened In  western  Europe  during  the 
past  few  days.  The  tremor*— the 
uncertainties  in  Italy.  France,  and 
even  Western  Germany— are  still  go- 
ing on.  and  many  western  plans 
vvhlch  seemed  soundly  based  are  hav- 
ing to  he  look  at  afresh. 

It  has  long  been  clear  that  If  the 
western  world  is  to  save  Itself,  either 
in  resolute  defense  or  in  the  still  more 
difficult  and  perplexing  period  of 
negotiations  with  Russia,  it  must  be 
furnished  with  two  essentials.  The 
first  Is  stability  of  each  government. 
The  second  is  complete  partnership 
among  those  governments. 

The  results  of  the  elections  In 
Italy,  the  prolonged  and  miserable 
search  for  a government  In  France, 
and  the  approaching  election  In  west- 
ern Germany  ^ are  all  producing 
doubts  and  questionings  when  con- 
fidence was  never  more  needed.  How 
serious,  in  fact,  are  the  tremors? 

* * * 

The  first  shock  came  from  Italy 
when  after  the  years  of  able  if  un- 
spectacular rule  by  Signor  De  Gas- 
peri’s  Christian  Democrat  govern-, 
ment,  the  elections  produced  a state  of 
affairs  In  which  no  party  could  he  sure 
of  an  adequate  majority*.  Although 
the  Christian  Democrats  emerged 
onee  again  as  the  largest  single 
party  In  the  Chamber,  they  have 
lost  heavily  since  the  last  election 
and  now  by  themselves  have  only 
261  seats  out  of  the  Chamber  * total 
of  590. 

With  their  much  smaller  allies— 
Democratic  Socialists,  Liberals  and 
Republicans— they  could  scrape  home 
with  a majority  of  16.  but  the  con- 
tinued alliance  of  these  smaller 
groups  Is  not  yet  sure,  and  Signor 
De  Gasperl  may  have  to  rely  on  his 
own  party  alone,  finding  majorities 
for  his  policies  on  a catchas-can 
basis. 

Uncertainty  seems  the  only  certain 
thing  ahead  for  Italy.  Restiveness 
after  five  years  of  one  party's  rule 
undoubtedly  caused  many  voters  to 
turn  over  to  the  Monarchists  and  to 
the  extreme  left,  w-hlch  also  gained 
because  Signor  De  Gasperl  had  not 
done  more  to  relieve  unemployment, 
over  population,  and  social  distress. 

It  Is.  however,  the  effect  on  Italy's 
external  policy  that  Is  of  Immediate

concern  to  Italy  # partners.  The  At- 
lantic alliance  Is  not  likely  to  be 
directly  shaken,  hut  it  may  he  In- 
directly disturbed.  Signor  De  Gas 
peri,  facing  difficulties  In  Chamber 
and  Senate,  may  find  it  harder  to 
press  forward  his  policy  of  European 
unity  and.  especially,  to  get  the  Euro- 
pean army  plan  ratified-  No  one  can 
complain  at  the  outcome  of  a free 
democratic  election,  hut  the  plain  fact 
remains  that  the  very  Inconclusive 
ness  of  the  result  has  shaken  a coun- 
try that  seemed  a stable  member  of 
the  Atlantic  community. 

a « a 

The  second  shock  came  when  the 
French  crisla  waa  seen  to  be  drag 
glng  on  so  long  that  France  may  not 
be  ready  to  take  her  proper  part  In 
the  Bermuda  conference  later  this 
month.  Seldom  have  the  pariner#  of 
France  been  so  impatient  with  a sys- 
tem that  brings  about  recurrent 
irises  that  are  never  really  solved 
but  only  patched  up  for  the  next 
time. 

Not  even  M.  Andre  Marie  knows 
yet  whether  he  will  try  to  form  a 
government.  Yet  even  If  he  does  try. 
and  even  if  he  succeeds  In  time  to  go 
to  Bermuda,  no  one  can  have  any 
assurance  that  his  government  would 
last  long  enough  to  carry  out  any 
program  decided  upon  there.  It  is 
scarcely  likely  to  differ  in  composi- 
tion from  the  score  of  others  that 
have  fallen  hy  the  way  since  the  war. 
and  his  own  powers  of  leadership 
have  still  to  he  tested 

Nothing  Is  more  pitiful  or  more 
vexing  than  the  spectacle  of  France, 
In  many  ways  so  healthy,  no  sound, 
yet  ao  regularly  subject  to  these 
lapses  of  government.  It  may  be  true 
that  no  country  needs  a government 
less  than  France,  but  Europe  and 
the  western  world  need  a stable 
French  government  and.  If  they  do 
not  get  it,  they  are  bound  Increas- 
ingly to  discount  the  voice  of  France. 
Quite  evidently  ihe  constitution  has 
failed  to  give  the  guarantees  of  sta- 
bility expected  of  It,  and  one  way  or 
another  It  will  have  to  be  changed. 

It  was  designed  to  ensure  long  life 
for  a government.  Once  Invested,  a 
prime  minister  lit  was  thought) 
would  remain  In  power  even  If  the 
Assembly  voted  against  one  of  hls 
measures;  he  would  Introduce  an- 
other measure  nearer  to  the  wishes 
of  the  Assembly’#  majority.  The  As- 
sembly, that  I*  to  say,  would  shape 
and  dictate  policy,  but  In  the  event

IN  Montreal  an  arrangement  has 
been  made  under  which  motorists 
charged  with  parking  offenses  may 
pay  their  fines  at  any  locAl  branch 
of  five  chartered  hanks  and  at  no 
extra  charge— the  city  paya  the  bank 
fee.  Of  some  12,000  parking  tickets 
Issued  in  April  about  one-half  were 
settled  at  the  banks,  we  are  told — the 
amount.  $2  or  S3,  i a Indicated  on  the 
ticket  and  the  hank  marks  it  "paid” 
This  Is  no  doubt  a convenience  to 
the  motoring  public,  but  does  it  quite 
meet  the  theory  and  Intent  of  the 
law? 

The  driver  who  parks  hls  vehicle 
In  a forbidden  place,  or  for  a longer 
period  than  is  allowed  In  that  par- 
ticular spot.  Is  breaking  the  law  com- 
mitting an  offense  for  which  the  law 
provides  on  hls  conviction,  a fine  by 
way  of  punishment 
When  a constable  makes  out  a 
parking  ticket  and  writes  upon  It  a 


notation  that  the  offence  can  be 
settled  for  S2  at  any  bank  he  Is,  In 
effect,  acting  In  a Judicial  capacity. 
The  offender.  In  thia  sort  of  short* 
order  Justice,  never  seem  magistrate 
or  Judge,  never  enters  a court  room 
or  a police  office— does  not  see  even 
the  constable  who  gives  him  hls 
ticket - and  has  no  more  than  hla 
small  fine  to  remind  him  that  he  has 
broken  a law. 

There  la  a business  like  air  about 
all  thia,  and  a pleasant  Informality, 
but  one  wonders  whether  It  Is  likely 
to  he  effective  either  as  punishment 
or  detenent.  The  next  step  could  he 
a book  of  coupons  attached  to  the 
driver’s  permit  (perhaps  six  coupons 
for  $10)  each  good  for  one  parking 
offense.  If  the  parking  fine  ia  to  he 
Just  an  added  license  fee  and  a source 
of  revenue  then  one  ran  understand 
simplification  and  cheapening  the 
machinery  of  collection.
